then did the gunner demaund of the maiſter to make aſh; 

Then did he beſtsw eight and twent 
at, but to no parpoſe,fo2 the enemp lay very far ont, 

Now when we ſawe our ſhot and powder ſpent ſo mut 

in waſte. ſome af our company crped to our maiſter to ſhe 
the Turtes letters, but he wonld not, but commaunded . 
gunner fill ta ſhot, ſoꝛ now the Gallies were within (ht 
and did ſhote at vs, both with great ſhot and Puſkets, an 
pꝛeſently both our gunners were llaine, both with on ſho 
and ſome other maimed, whereby we were in greatdon! 
fo: the Gallies lying on both ſides of vs, one of them þ; 
ſhet vs vader water, whereby our ſhip was foundꝛed bein 
we perceiued: then we perceiuing the ſhip to ſinke from 
ſuch as were werieſt lept into the ſkiffe, as many as it w; 
able to beare, the reſt leaping cuer board, ſuch as could ſuui 
ſaued them ſelues, going aboard the Gallies, the othe 
were dꝛowned. Now IJ being the laſt man vpon the hat 
ches. becauſe I was at the ſterne and being ſoꝛe hurte wil 
a Muſcot ſhot, the Turkes made haſt to board our ſhip, hi 
ping to ſane ſome of our gods, two ofthem came aboard i 
firſt came to me and toke me by the boſome, J dzew outm 
knife very ſpeedily andthzuft him into the body, and ſo lle 
him the other was gonedowne into the ſhip where I it 
him, fo2 tuen then was the ſhip ſinking from me, where 
J betoke my ſelle to ſluimming and turning me about tel 
the hip, Jcou'd ſer nothing thereof but onely the flag t 
did Jſwun ta the Gallies, and laping holde vpon an oalt 
got into the Galite : when Þ was aboard; J ſtripped o' n 
clothes, then pꝛeſently was J cammaunded to the Papel 
talke with the Captaine, whs inquired of me whet':

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About thꝛee monthes after the Galltes returned to Argire, 
where immediatly aſter my landing J was \-lde fo2 66. doubles. 
Then did J fall ints extreame ſickneſfſefo2 ten dapes ſpace, not⸗ 
withſtanding A was ſent to ſea by my maiſter (to whom Þ was 
ſold to labour in the Gallies at an Dares end, where Ircemaincd 
the moneths,. being very feeble and weake, by reaſon my ſicknes 
continued the moſt part et that time, pet was J conſtrained either 
to labour eꝛ elſe to loſe my head, J had no other choice: thenthe 
Gallies returning home to Argire, after my comming onthoze 3 
was in a maruatlous weakneſſe, what with continuaillabour, 
with beating, and with ſickneſſe, which indured th2ee monthes, 
being in a moſt miſerable eſtate without all ſucker, ſeeing no man 
to pitty my miſerie, hauing no nouriſhment but oncly bꝛead and 
water, and that but {nail quantity:no apparrell on me bet athin 

ſhirt, and a paire st linnen bꝛeeches. and ladged ina ſtable on the 
colde ground. Thus J being almoſt in difpatre euer to recouer. 
ptelded my ſeif: to the willof Almightie God, whom it plealedin 
the en; to giue me a li{tleſtrength . And after fo2 the ſpace ok tw3 
years oꝛ moꝛe. I was diuers times at my labour at the o⁊res end, 
alter my accuſtomes manner, till ſuch time gur fleete of Galltes 
mæſing with tie Gallles i Genua neere the Chꝛiſtian ſh9ze, and 
they following vs in cha e, it chancedby reaſonoftempell, that 
our Galley was caſt away ntere vnto the weat ſide of the Jland 
Fermonterra: there were init of Chꝛiſtians and Turkes tothe 
number of two hundꝛed and fiſtie, which were all dꝛowned, except 
filttene, ot which my lelle with two others, with great difficultie 
bꝛake sur chaines, ans taking holde vpon an Dare, we eſcaped to 
che ſhoꝛe, not without great danger ofdꝛowning. We being now 
gatten to land. and accompanted both with Turkes and Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans, we toe aue reſt under buſhes and thickets , the Turkes 
were very huwilliag tadepart with vs, thinking to finde fome 
other Galdey of the company to take vs aboard and carie vs bac 
ta Argice, but we hapmgnow to get our liberties,conueped our 
ſelues as tetretiꝑ as wecould into the weds. and went vnto a rock 
and with ſharye ſtones we did beat off our Irons, and fled imme⸗ 
diatly tothe Chiſtians, and pc ded our ſelues: but one of them 
.* which elcaped with me who was bozne in Sclauony, tol2e them 
that J was and Englich Lutherian. 5 |

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Then was J pꝛeſently caried aboard a Gallie ot Genua, and 
put in chaines, and vpn the mo:xow was J lent euer into the 
Ill: of luiſey, being within the turff:iction of Maiorque, which 
all are in the domimon of Dpaine) there was J impaiſaned in the 
high Tower of the towne Cackell, with a paire of bolts vpon my 
heles, x a claſp? of Aron avout my necke, there hanging achaine 
at the c!aſpe, where Yremainedninedaves, fed witha little bꝛead 
and water. Now betauſe A had in no reſpect offended them, Jde- 
maunded wherefoꝛe they moleſted me, laping it was contrarp to 
law and the p32 eflizn of Chuiſtians. Then did they aſ ke me if J 
had ſpoken anything againſt the king, and againſt the Church of 
* e? Nanſwered nothing. Thenthey tolde me 7, ſhanld be ſent 

7M 1iorque, to anſwere befoze the Inquiſitian. Thenthe Ju: 
ce 2 chiete officer of Ilueſey b204ght me backe to Genua, re⸗ 
que ling to haue mechained in a Galley, which the Captaine dis, 
aſking the Yaffice who ſhould be my lurety fo; running away: 
He demaunded it there were nat a ſpare chaine: he laid pes: then 
he comm zunded a chaine to he bꝛoughrfozth, and chained me at 
the ſirt Dare hekfoze, where J rowed vntill we came tothe Pazte 
of Spine in Maiorque, garding me with riiy Gallies. 

Then were the officers of the Inquiſition, ſent foꝛ by the Cap- 
taine, which came the ſecond day after our comming there: andat 
their comming they offered me the Par, which J refuſed to touch; 
wherevpan they reuiled me, and called me Lutheran, taking me 
pꝛeſently out ofthe Galley, carried me en ſhoꝛe in Maiorque, and 
ſinding the Ing: nſitoꝛ walking in the Packet place, pꝛeĩented me 
to him, ſ wing: Here is the pꝛiſoner. He immediany commaunded 
me to p2ilon, whether they carried me. and put a pure of ſhackles 
on my heles, where J remained tiv daies. Tjen was I bzought 
foꝛth into a Church, where t je Anquiſitoꝛ (ate vſaally in indge- 
ment: 199 being read ſet, commaunded me tokneledowne and 
to dohamaze ts certame images which were befoze me, J tolde 
him J wauld not da that which I knew to be contrary to thecom- 
tmundements of almfgity God, neither had J.b#@ne bꝛought vp 
in the Romiige lame neither would J ſubmit my ſelfe te it. He 
al ed me why J would not 2 J anſwered, that whereas in Eng⸗ 
land, vijere I was bozne and b2ought vp, the Goſpeli was trulie 
pꝛeath od, and mainteined by a moſt gracidus Pꝛinces, bt” 
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J would not now commit Adelatrie, which is vtterly condemned 
by the woꝛd of God. Then he charged me to vtter the truth, other⸗ 
wiſe I chould abide the (mart : Then was a ſtolc ſet, and he tem⸗ 
manded me to ſit do wne befoꝛe him, ar d cifercd me the croſſe, bid⸗ 
ding me reuerently to lay my hand vpen it, and vꝛged me infkant- 
lie to do it, which moned me ſo much, that J did ſpit in the Inqui⸗ 
ſitoꝛs face, foꝛ which the Scribe gaue me a go buffet on the face.

The c14ma, I Would, and with great vehemenci? charged their weapons 

{till pitted aAgainſt my bꝛeſt, in omuch that J thought they would verily 

him and did haue ſlune me, but mine hoaſtt at god old man came fo2th 

wharlayin aànd anſwered foz me, and fo dil waded them from doing me 
derbe del anp harme, and take me backe againe inte his houſe. 

This being paſt, I requeſted him to helpe me to a guidete 
conduct me to Argire, and he pꝛeſently pꝛouided two, Where⸗ 
of the one was his ſonne, to whom J pꝛomiſed to giue foure 
crawnes foꝛ their paines.

Then he 
demanded whether J 
were a Gunner , Y 
ſaid no: then he per- 
ſwaded me very in- 
ſtantly to peelde to 
their religion , offe- 
ring to pzeferre me: 
wherefoze,, I defired 
him togine me liber⸗ 
tie to depart ,foz my 
dcfireistobe in Eng⸗ 
land with my wife and childzen. Yea, ſaid he, but bow wilt 
thou come there, fozthep minded to kepe me ſt ill: and euer⸗ 
moze the king allayed to ſeduce me with pzomiſes of great 
pꝛeferment, ſaping: it J would ſerue hin: and turne Moore, 
Ichould want nothing. But on the contrary, A beſought bim 
ta glue me libertie to go to Argire, where A was in hope 
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be deliuered, and ſent home to mine owuc countrie. 
Now he ſeeing he could winne me by no gentle meanes, 
commaunded me to p2ifon, ſaping, that he would either make 
me to prelde and turne Moore, oz elſe J ſhauld die in capti- 
ultie.

Ind laſtly he offered to glueme a 
wee freely, which they effeemed the greateſt matter, foz al buy 
theu wines at a great pꝛice, yea it there were any in his court 
could content me J ſhould make my choiſe, but if there were 
not, he wuld pꝛeuide one ta my contentment, whatſacuer it 
ſyould coſt him.

Afterthis J was ſet to. lawe Boardes and Plankes, and 
was commaunded to make a carriage foz a ptece of D2di- 
nance ; Thus they compelled me to labour daily, which 3 
did the moꝛe willingly becauſe J hoped till to get my libertie 
thereby in the end. Then they willed me to ſhew the faſhion of 
our edge toles after the Engliſh, which when they ſaw the fa- 
ſhion, their Dmithes wꝛought them very artifici allp, e gaue 
them vorp god temper: ſo: theſe things J was had in moꝛe 
eſtimation, taſamuch that they twke ot my Jrons, and let me 
walke abzoad withak#tper. Then was Atommanded bythe | 
king. to teach the Carpenters to frame a houſe after the man- let e I 
ner o?Enxliſh buſlding, and foꝛ that purpoſe were ſent foꝛth oke when 
Carpenters ans wozkemen with me tothe wods to ſall tim⸗ 1 had but 
ber, all which were to ds what J appointed vpon the kings ſcall ſkill. 
comnamement , Now J being chieke Paiſter of te wozke, 
appointed out the trees which were very ſpeciall god timber: 
inſmall time we had fniſhed sur frame, which liked the King 
verp well, By this means J had moze liberty then befoꝛe, and 
was very well intreated. yet J was greatly græued in minde,
